HARVARD’S CRIMSON TO TH E FRONT 
IN TH E 'VARSITY RACE. 


Ta le, with a Sick Ca pta in a nd n H ea r} 
Crew, Bea ten Fifteen Leng th« — Ha ppy 
Ha rv a rd Bo y s—The Ra ceco urse 
a nd Dia mo nd. 


N ew L o n d o n , Conn., June 27.—The Yale 
Harvard race Friday was rowed alruoet un­ 
der perfect conditions; clouds obscured the 
sun, and moderated the heat of the day. 
A 
gentle brteze from the west only rippled the 
surface of the water over most of the course, 
and nowhere was the water so rough a« tc 
mpede the crews. 
A greater number of 
people has not visited New London for sev­ 
eral years to witness a race. 
The word was given promptly at 11 «SO. 
Harvard took the water first and in the first 
ten strokes had pushed her prow the front 
From the moment the word “go” was given, 
work as the Yale men might, not once did 
they stand a show of winning. 
A t the end 
of the first minute, Harvard was leading 
by a length. 
Every stroke of the crimson- 
bladed oars sent her shell faster to the 
front 
The race 
was absolutely decided, 
barring accident, in the first mile. 
From 
start to finish the Cambridge men rowed a 
magnificent stroke, easy, regular, long and 
swinging, with no splashing except in the 
very roughest water, and with hardly a 
fault to be noticed. 
The race was too one-sided to be very ex­ 
citing, but the scene at the finish was very 
inspiring. 
The grand stand on W intbrop’f 
point, two-thirds full of excited meu and 
women, was crimson with the waving para­ 
sols, flags and handkerchiefs. 
Every launch 
and steamer was screaming its loudest and 
shrillest; the sharp reports of the cannon on 
the yachts were mingled with the frantic 
“ ’Rahs!” and yells of “H arvard!” 
“H ar­ 
vard!” 
“H arvard!” coming from the grand 
stand and from every boat on the river. On 
“Deadhead” hill another enthusiastic crowd, 
mostly from New London, was cheering the 
winning side as usual, careless of the oollege 
color, and from the moving grand stand on 
the railroad, 
Harvard men, hoarse with 
cheering their victorious crew down four 
straight miles of river, were waving every­ 
thing crimson they could get hold of, hug­ 
ging each other, and singing huskily: 
Yale men say their crew is sure to win. 
Ju st let them talk, we don’t care half, 
W e w ill bet all the money we have in view 
That we w ill show four miles of rudder to 
the crack New Haven crew I 
Nearly half the steamers that followed the 
crew were ahead of the Y ale boat at the 
finish. 
The Harvard boys spurted magnifi­ 
cently as they came to the four-mile flag, 
hitting their stroke u p to thirty-eight with 
the same easy beautiful style they had main­ 
tained from the beginning. 
When the gun 
from the judge’s boat announced that the 
crimson bow had crossed the line every 
Harvard man on the Thames put all the 
power of his lungs into one final yell of 
triumph. 
H arvard’s supporters on the train 
leaped from the cars and rushed across to 
the water's edge, at W inthrop Point where 
for the next few minutes pandemonium 
reigned. 
Harvard crossed the line fifteen lengths 
ahead. 
The official time was, Harvard, 25 
minutes. 15% seconds; Yale, 26 minute, 30 
seconds. 
A t the finish Harvard appeared 
fresh and in fine condition, while in the Yale 
boat Peters and Parrott teemed to be blown, 
and btorrs pulled with rather a li-tless 
stroke. 
Capt. Flanders occupied his seat in 
the Yale boat. 
Ju st before the race, a Yale 
official said that although Flanders was ill 
it was deemed best to lot him row. 
This 
statement changed the betting to $10 0 to 
in favor of Harvard.

MEXICO IN A BAD WAY. 


A Fina ncia l Crisis Tha t Is Omino us of 
Pa nic. 


C ity o f 
M e x ic o , June 27.—The recent 
and unexpecteed decree funding the out­ 
standing obligations against the government 
in a $25,000,000 issue of bonds has had the 
effect of making the money market tighter 
than ever. 
The national bank on Tuesday 
stopped all disoount business, a step that baa 
been ¿generally followed by brokers. 
Ex­ 
change, both foreign and domestic, has 
stiffened in price. 
The commercial outlook 
is yet more ominous, and it is reported tha£ 
a number of houses reputed to be of good 
standing are on the verge of bankruptcy. 
Mexico is in the lowost depths of poverty. 
The official estimates for the year 1885-80 
reach $38,903,363, distributed as follows:

The receipts of the government are not 
sufficient to meet these estimates of expendi­ 
tures. 
The executive has authority to give 
preference to the expenses of actual admin­ 
istration, leaving other less pressing claims 
in abeyance until such time as they can 
be 
liquidated. 
Representatives 
of 
the 
National bank of Mexico, and the Central 
and national railw ays have had an inter­ 
view with the secretary of the treasury 
regarding 
the 
new $25,000,000 funding 
law. 
Strong arguments were put forth for 
the repeal or modification of the law. 
The 
government, however, assumes a strong 
attitude, and has refused to reconsider its 
step. 
It is reported that the English capit­ 
alists who were about to put up $10,000,000 
for the completion of the Mexican National 
road have withdrawn their aid. 
This latent 
step of the government to fund the railway 
subsidies in 6 per cent, bonds was too much 
for British conservatism.

ACQUIT OF MURDER. 


SEQUEL TO AN INDIANA DOMESTIC 
TRAGEDY. 


Ca pt. Jo hnso n Acquitted In Tennesse o l 
the Murder o f the Destro y er o f His 
H o m e—Pa rticula rs o f a Sa d 
Event. 


G r e e n v i l l e , Tenn., June 27.—The jury 
in the trial of Capt G. T. Johnson brought 
hi a verdict Friday morning of “not guilty.” 
The announcement of their conclusion was 
greeted with cheers by the crowd assembled 
in the court-room, and the judge threatened 
to have the apartment cleared, when the up­ 
roar subsided. A t 10 o’clock Thursday night 
the jury reported to the court that they 
were unable to agree, standing nine for ac­ 
quittal and three for conviction, whereupon 
tney were ordered to again retire until morn­ 
ing. 
The case has beeu in progress two 
weeks, aud has attracted widespread atten­ 
tion. 
Senator Yoorhees, of Indiana, was 
the leading counsel for the defendant 
[The beginning of the tragedy which 
resulted in the acquittal of the slayer was 
in a scandal that occurred nearly two years 
ago. 
On the night of Nov. 29, 1883, at 
Indianapolis, Mr», M arietta Gr.ihiu John­ 
son, after the most careful preparations for 
the dreadful a c t deliberately shot herself 
through the heart 
She was a cultured 
lady aud moved in the best circles, and, 
together with the fact that she was the 
wife of. G. T. Johnson, who was supervisor 
of the pension examiners for Tennessee and 
North Carolina, her suicide caused a pro­ 
found sensation. 
Immediately after the suicide it was re­ 
ported that some months previous to the 
sad affair the lady had developed symp­ 
toms of Insanity, and at times she noticed 
the approach of the malady, and hinted at 
suicide as a possible recourse. 
There was a 
conference, iu which it was suggested she 
place herself in some private insane asylum 
for treatment. 
This proposition met with 
her most vehement opposition, and, instead, 
it was suggested she pass the winter with 
her relatives in Bt. Louis, and to this she 
interposed 
no serious objections. 
Prep­ 
arations 
were 
made 
accordingly, 
and she was to start on the morning she 
was found dead. 
The night previous, ow­ 
ing to Mrs. Johnson's peculiar nervous con­ 
dition, as was stated, Capt Johnson spent 
the night at the hotel, and immediately 
after his departure from the house she evi­ 
dently began preparing for the suicide. 
She left a short note addressed to her 
husband, in which she hinted at the utter 
hopelessness of her condition, and hoped 
that what she wa s a boat to undertake would 
be successful. 
Buch was the story a& given to the pub­ 
lic. but in less than a month there came de­ 
velopments of a most sensational character. 
There was considerable property, and, in 
disposing of this for the benefit of their son, 
Mrs. Johnson’s fam ily made trouble, and 
the matter got into the court*. 
Then it be­ 
gan to be rumored that there was a scandal 
behind it all. 
Capt Johnson besought his 
dead wife's friends not to force him to the 
wail, but they charged him with causing 
his wife’s death by cruelty, and lie wot» 
finally forced to defend himself. 
It become 
known that Johnson had letters written to 
him by bis wife, and, during the pre­ 
lim inary examination of the 
c o ho, Capt 
Johnson was ordered by the court to pro­ 
duce these letters. 
During tho reading of 
the epistles Johnson broke down and wept 
like a child, and even the judge on the 
bench wept 
The result of the reading of 
the letters was to change public sentiment 
in Johnson’s favor. 
W hile their contents 
were such as to reflect dishonor upon her 
memory, they at the same time s-erved to 
exonerate him from the very »or ious charges 
of cruel treatment, abandonment, and even 
murder, which had been made against him. 
From the letters an l testimony it neerns 
that in tho summer of 1888, 
when Mrs. 
Johnson was in Tennessee with her husband, 
she became acquainted with Maj. Henry, 
who showed her considerable attention. 
He 
was 65 years old, and she suspected nothing 
wrong, although her husban 1 warned her 
repeatedly regarding the serious rumors I 
about her, and urg< d her to tell him the 
whole truth. 
She at first denied all the 
stories, but finally, in a letter full of re- 
pentance 
and 
contrition, 
acknowledged 
that the relutious between her and Alttj. 
j Henry had lieon of a compromising nature. 
She attributed her downfall to u strange 
influence and fascination he exert«*! over 
her, which she thought was the result of 
mesmerism, but did not admit any adulter­ 
ous relations between them. 
In reply to 
this h<*r husband «rote a letter demanding 
a full confession, and thi-> ‘he gave him, 
acknowledging criminal intercourse witu 
Henry on five different occasions, and g iv­ 
ing him all the days and particular*. 
John 
son got a gun and started out to kill Henry, 
but the latter fled t > the mountains and 
avoided him. 
Afterward, 
however, h - 
came to Indianapolis to -0 * 0 
Mr*. Johnson, 
but her 
11-year-oM 
son, 
Griffith, 
who, 
strangely enough, was tol l the wh !e 
t v 
by his mother and father, w >ul I not let her 
see her paramour, an i sat all day an I night 
I iu the front hall with a loaded rifle to kill his 
j mother's seducer if ho should com. to the 
house. 
, 
Henry again returned t j the mountains, 
and thought himself secure 
Not s *, fur 
Johnson soon learned hi-, whereabouts ami 
tracked him for weeks. 
Finally, on the 
evening of Kept, 23, 1*84, John- n eluded 
the officers at Greenville, Term., who were 
apprised of his intentions, and left the city, 
armed with * double-barreled shot-gun, in a ! 
j carriage with a negro. 
They rode twelve I 
miles into the country, where they spent the j 
j remainder of the night in a stable. 
Learn- | 
ing that Henry was in a store near, Johnson 
ru*hed out and took Heurv by surprise 
and shot him twice, the first shot tak­ 
ing effect in the body, the second in the 
temple, killing Henry instantly. The officers, 
who had 
started 
in 
pursuit of John­ 
son, met him returning, he having already 
surrendered to the local officer. 
Keveral 
days were required in getting a jury, but 
this was finally completed, and on the 11th 
of June the taking of testimony was begun 
at Greenville. 
The defense introduced a 
deposition containing 30,000 wools which 
went to prove that Johnson was driven to 
the deed by the attempt« of well known In ­ 
diana politicians to prove that Johnson mur­ 
dered hie wife at tba time of the suicide. 
Da n Voorbees took a n active part in the 
proceedings for the defendant, and made 
the dosing plea-one of the greatest effort« 
of his life.

Brown, who attempted suicide at tho Dan­ 
ville, Ind., normal school, made a state­ 
ment Friday that she had recently l»een se­ 
duced by a young man named Russell S.

That Fatal Charivari. 


A correspondent having 
been sent 
especially to fully interview some of the 
y oung men who made up the unfortunate 
charivari makes to the Telegraph this 
report: 
They 
are 
all industrious 
and well 


behaved farmers’ sons of that neig h­ 
borhood. 
They rang e in ag e from about 
six teen to twenty -six y ears. 
Clarence 
White was ag ed twenty -two at his death. 
He lived only about two miles from the 
Nettleton place and Heckman lived less 
than a mile away . 
W hite is so» of C. J . 
W hite. 
The latter lives on the Isaac 
Berry farm in W y om ing near the town 
line. 
The boy ’s death is a terrible blow 
to his parents and other members of the 
family . 
W illiam Heckman, who is sup­ 
posed to be mortally wounded by a shot 
which passed into the abdomen, has a 
father, a German, living in W illow Creek 
township. 
The shock is a severe one to 
his parents. 
These two y oung men with 
a dozen or so others, of the neig hborhood, 
had intended, out of respect for the newly 
married couple, to eng ag e a brass band at 
Paw Paw aDd tender the bride and g room 
a serenade, but when too late for procur­ 
ing other music it was found that the 
band could not be secured. 
The y oung 
men had met at the ag reed rendezvous and 
then it was sug g ested that they all visit 
the house and have an old fashioned 
charivari. 
They arrived at the Nettleton 
house in due time and commenced the 
impromptu serenade with improvised im­ 
plements of tin pans, horns, etc. 
It was 
simply a boy ish lank. 
They had not been 
there long when Mrs. Nettleton, the moth­ 
er of the bride, came to the door and told 
the y oung men that they must leave 
They sug g ested that they would like to 
see the newly married couple. 
Mrs. N et. 
tie ton said that they could not see them; 
that if they did not leave the place im ­ 
mediately she would have them all ar­ 
rested in the morning . 
The boy s then 
left the door-y ard and had been beating 
their tin drums in the street but a short 
time when they were startled by the re­ 
port of a g un which was soon followed 
by another ex plosion. 
A t the first shot a 
number of the boy s started on a run much 
frig htened. 
The second shot did the ter­ 
rible death dealing work. 
Young W hite 
threw up his hands and fell to the g round. 
Thomas Doug herty , one of the party , 
immediately ca ug ht him in his arms, but 
as the y oung man W hite made no reply 
to his questions he left him supposing he 
was dead, and started for assistance. 
Young Heckman ran with the other boy s, 
three or four hundred feet towards his 
home and then fell ex hausted from loss of 
blood, say ing that he was shot. 
He beg ­ 
g ed for the boy s not to leave him and 
they did return and assisted him to his 
home. 
Some of the boy s saw others of 
the same party running after them and 
they supposed that the person or persons 
who did the shooting were follow ing 
them with g uns and this frig htened and 
ex cited them very much. 
Those of the 
party , only one or two, who knew that 
Clarence W hite was shot, and saw him 
fall, supposed that he was killed, and 
therefore it was nearly two hours before 
any one came to his assistance. 
He was 
during all that time left alone, 
uncon­ 
scious, however, near the road in front of 
N ettleton’s house; while the family x vith­ 
in was soundly sleeping , in ig norance of 
any such terrible trag edy as had been 
enacted there only two or three rods from 
the house. 
It was a brig ht moon lig ht 
nig ht and therefore quite strang e tha t the 
1 jo pie in the house could not have seen 
and understood the terrible results of the 
shooting . 
The neig hbors were at once 
alarmed by the frig htened boy s, and par­ 
ties sent to Paw Paw for 
phy sicians, 
j Doctor Stetler arrived and rendered such 
surg ical assistance as he could. 
When 
y oung W hite was placed in the wag on 
procured as it was supposed to 
remove 
his lifeless body , it was found that he 
still lived. 
The wound was on the top of 
the head; the ball having passed in and 
out ag ain shattering the bruin. 
His pa* 
I rents were terribly shocked upon bearing 
1 that he was shot as they supposed he was 
sleeping at home in his bed. 
Both the 
i y oung men who were shot are much loved 
i and respected in the neig hborhood where 
thev arr know n. 


There is still, at the pre. ent writing , 
! much ex citemmnta nd nuturaly also, many 
ex ag g erated 
reports passing over the 
country throug h the towns of Willow: 
Creek and Wy oming , therefore we have ! 
onsidered it very important that T he j 
T e l e g p ^ h should g ive the people all the 
facts as nearly as we can. There is much 
talk of ly nching the y oung man, now in 
jail here, but we hope that our city and 
county w ill » ot be disg raced by such a 
terrible ending of a most deplorable 
affair. 
People need not have the slig ht­ 
est fear but that full justice will be ren 
dered by our courts. 
The mother of the y onng man now in 
our jail for that terrible crime is a sister 
of David and Robert Bmith, of Willow 
Creek, both quite wealthy farmers and 
leading citizens of the town and this sim­ 
ple circumstance seems to have beeu used 
j 


by some one or more to ex cite the p eople 
there quite unnecessarily and indeed cru- 
ally . 
This has been accomplished by 
starting rumors in effect that the uncle 
had said that money would be lavished 
freely to clear the prisioner. 
These re­ 
ports, we are assured by g ood authority , 
are entirely without foundation. 
Neither 
of the parties named would use any un­ 
fair means in this or any other case of 
the sort. 
They are both honest, law- 
abiding citizens, who deplore the terrible 
affair fully as mech as any person in that 
town. 
These parties 
should not be 
broug ht into the affair nor in the least 
held to account for whatever may be 
proved ag ainst the nephew. 
The crime 
seems to be the result of stupidity , and 
carelessness more than any desire to com­ 
mit murder. 


—The storm was quite severe north 
of Dix on this afternoon but no very g reat 
damag e has resulted. 
A wind-mill was 
blown down at Woosung . 


—As we g o to press this evening we 
learn from Paw Paw that Heckman, who 
was shot at the charivari, is worse and 
can not live long , it is thoug ht.
